NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch. Copyright, 1900, by the New 
York Tribune: ] The Tribune's London 
special, dated January 16, says the mil- 
itary situation in Natal remained unin- 
telligible to a late hour last night. 
One rumor contradicted another. War- 
ren had gone east through Weneen, 
and he had gone west through Spring- 
field, and he had crossed the Tugela at 
drifts thirty-four miles apart. He had 
also invested Intlawe Mountains and 
occupied the trenches at Grobler’s 
Kloop on the opposite bank of the Tu- 
gela, overlooking the ruined railway 
bridge. Buller was at Springfield and 
Potgrieter’s Drift, and he was also at 
Weneen and at Chieveley. There were 
feint attacks at both ends, and at the 
center, and there were turning move- 
ments to the right and to the left. 
Ladysmith was relieved; the north and 
south bank of the Tugela were aban- 
doned by the Dutch, and there was 
fighting all along the line after the en- 


hold. 
The bulletins and dispatches 
ing these events as incidents of a 


situation was unc The censor 
had allowed this job-lot of fantastic 
rumors to pass over the wires as an 
effective means of bewildering every- 
“body in South Africa, and England's 
comment upon this maze of contradic- 
tions was idle when nobody outside of 
a small center in the War Office and 
the headquarters staff had any data 
upon which to base an opinion. The 
clubs were silent last night, and mili- 
tary men declined to discuss the situ- 
ation, and were content to wait for a 
midnight message from the War Office. 
Two plain facts remained unchal- 
lenged. Potgrieter’s Pont had deen 
seized Thursday morning and Warren, 
with a flying column of 11,000 men, 
with a supply train, had etarted either 
east or west. To these are added a 
third message today, in the Times, and 
other journals, from Ladysmith, 
namely, that the Boers are removing 
their guns from the Tugela, and con- 
centrating their forces elsewhere. A 
large camp has been seen fifteen miles 
west of Ladysmith, corresponding to the 
force which Buller reported intrenched 
four and a half miles north of Pot- 
grieter’s. The Thirteenth Hussars are 
reported to be reconnoitering Grobler’s 
Kloop, without meeting the enemy. 
Ladysmith garrison has been put on 
full rations, and immediate relief is 
confidently expected. The merchants 
there already are ordering jam and 
stores from Pietermaritzburg. 
| While the rumors that the Dutch are 
preparing to retreat with their guns, 
in consequence of defeat in their des- 
perate assault upon Ladysmith, may 
be premature, there is at least evi- 
dence that they are weakening their 
central position at Colenso and con- 
ceutrating their forces elsewhere. The 
situation is confused for any intelli- 


tion. The War Office was silent re- 
specting Buller throughout the day, 
and closed its doors at midnight with- 
out throwing any light upon the mys- 
terious situation. Officials declare that 
they know as little about it as the 
dazei and bewildered public. 

News from the other sections of the 
theater of war was again meager yes- 
terday. Methuen’s reconnolssances 
into the Free State have not been fol- 
lowed by increased activity at Mod- 
der River. French is reported by va- 
rious correspondents as holding new 
positions which were gained last week. 
but as not yet succeeding in cutting off 
the retreat of the enemy northward 
to Orange River. Roberts confirmed 
this general statement by a midnight 
bulletin t@ the War Office, adding that 
two squadrons of cavalry and two com- 
panies of mounted infantry were sent 
out Saturday and had returned after 
shelling Colesberg road bridge. There 
was no change in Gatacre's front. No 
intimations are received from Cape 
Town respecting either the destination 
of the Sixth Division or the general 
plan of campaign.

TORONTO, Jan. 15.— With men and 
money we will assist the mother coun-

Authority will also 
be sought for power to pay any exffa 
money necessary beyond the sum 
named. The vote, judging by the decla- 
rations of the leaders on both sides ef 
the house, will be unanimous. The Do- 
minion can well afford money, for there 
is likely to be a surplus of more than 
$4,500,000 in the treasury, with a still 
expanding trade and revenue. 

L»rd Strathcona’s offer to pay the

Their force was not large, probably 
not over 200, but only twenty-five 
paseed in retreat over the trail through 
Aguaguan to Cervantes. The re- 
mainder were killed and wounded, or 
escaped into the brush. Pitlar’s body 
was found in the road where his men 
had been compelled to abandon it. The 
bodies of six others, including that of 
a Heutenant, were found, but this was 
only a small proportion of their loss, for 
a number were seen to fall from the 
rocks and mountain side into an inac- 
cestible abyss below, and bloody trails 
led in every direction, showing where 
the dead and wounded had been carried 
into the brush. The American loss was 
two killed and nine wounded. 

“Part of the battle was fought tn the 
clouds, as a heavy mist settled over the 
mountains, concealing the trail.

T. Hadley of Vale University were in- 
terviewed today relative to the latter's 
proposal to ostratise trust magnates. 
Both are agreed in the idea that so- 
cial recognition mould be denied to 


any man engagedj in a trust or other 


business enterprise inimical to the 
public welfare and that the public 
mind should be ucated to see those 
evils that exist in the trust system. 

President Hadley said in response 
to question regarging the remedy for 
some of the bad e ts of trusts, which 
he suggested in speech at Denver: 
“When people have clearly made up 
their minds as to what are great so- 
cial evils, ostracism is an effective 
remedy.” 

Then he said by way of explanation: 
“The trouble is that the public mind 
is not clear on the matter. My opinion 
is that many of the evils commonly at- 
tributed to trusts do not properly be- 
long there. This where the public 
needs education. The evils that do 
exist ought to be pleariy pointed out, 
and where it is shown that a man 


engaged in an unworthy enterprise the 


people should have he courage to deny 
him social recognition. I believe the 
time will come whén they will do so.” 

Col. Bryan was asked for his views 
on the plan of President Hadley to- 
night, just as he was leaving his hotel 
to take dinner withsa party of personal 
and political friendé. He said: 

“The idea is a gd one, and should 
be encouraged. A man who tries to 
rob the public by means of a trust or 
by wrecking a bank or a 
should no more be countenanced by 
society than a highwayman. The 
thing needed is to ken and educate 
the public mind and’ conscience on such 
matters. ;

MAZET COMMITTEE REPORTS. 
CORRUPTION IN NEW YORK. 
tA. F. NIGHT REPORT.) 
ALBANY (N. T.) Jan. 15.—The re- 
ports of the minority and majority 
members of the Mazet Investigation 
Committee were presented tonight to 
the Assembly. The majority report 


says: 


“In many of the offices and depart- 
ments of New York City grave evils 
were disclosed. For such as were ad- 
ministrative in their nature, the rem- 
edy must be sought at the ballot boxes, 
not at the hands of the Legislature. 

one clear and distinct fact brought 
out by this investigation is that we 
have int his great city the most per- 
fect instance of centralized party gov- 
ernment yet known.” 

It déclares: That we see the cen- 
tral power not the man who sits in 
the Mayor's chair, but the man who 
stands behind it. We gee the same ar- 
bitrary power dictating appointments, 
directing officials, controlling boards, 
lecturing mm of the Legislature 
and the Municipal Assembly. We see 
an enormous and ever-increasing 
crowd of office-holders and ever-in- 
creasing salaries. We see the powers 
of government prostituted to tect’ 
criminals, to demoralize the ice, to 
debauch the public conscience and to 
turn governmental function into chan- 
nels for private gain. The proof is 
conclusive, not that the public treas- 
ury has been directly robbed, but that 
great opportunities have been given 
by manipulation of public offices to 
enable favored individua!s to work for 
their own personal benefit.” 

The conduct of the present police de- 
partment of the city o fNew York is 
pronounced unqualifiedly bad. The 
majority presented eight bills for the 
consideration of the L#@rislature. The 
most important provides for the ap- 
pointment of a commission by the Gov- 
ernor to revise the New ork City 
charter. 

The minority report says: “Ae to the 
report of the majority in general we 
feel justified in claiming that it is 
grossly unfair, conspicuously partisan, 
coarse in language, vituperative in 
temper and absolutely unjustified, ex- 
cept by the reckless disregard and per- 
version of the proof adduced before 
your committee.“ 

The minority report includes a bitter 
attack upon Senator Platt and upon 
the majority of the committee for not 
calling him to the witness stand; pro- 
tests against the recommendation by 
the majority for the creation of a com- 
mission to revise the city charter, to 
be appointed by the Governor, and in- 
sists that any committee of this char- 
acter should be appointed by the Mayor 
of the city of New York. In conclu- 
sion, the minority says that it has but 
a single recommendation to make, and 
that is that the people of New York 
City be permitted to covern themselves.

THE NEW CEXTURY. 


GREAT ASTRONOMER’S VIEWS AS 
TO ITS COMMENCEMENT. 
[San Francisco Post:] An authorita- 
tive answer to the all-absorbing ques- 
tion when t new century begins has 
just been en by M. Camille Flam- 
marion, the distinguished astronomer 
and author. An authoritative answer 
his statement may well be styled, 
since this is a subject on which he is 
peculiarly fitted to speak with au- 
thority. Chronology and .astronomy 
are closely allied, and, being an adept 
astronomer, Flammarion is neces- 
sarily also.specially well qualified to 
grapple with any problem the solution

In 1800 
a play appeared with the title, ‘Dear 
God. in What Century Are We Living?

“Francisque Sarcey, the distinguished 
critic, says the year 1900 will be the 
dawn of the twentieth century. He is 
mistaken. The dawn of the twentieth 
century will not come in 1900, even 
though we. constantly hear that. the 
exposition of 1900 will commemorate 
the birth of the new century. On the 
contrary, it will commemorate the end 
of a century. The year 1900 will be the 
evening before the new century, and the 
dawn will net begin until after mid- 
night.

INTERSTATE COMMERCE REPORT. 


MORE EFFECTIVE LAWS NEEDED. 
IA. F. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today 
made public its thirteenth annual re- 
port. The feature of the report is the 
strong plea made that Congress up- 
hold the hands of the commission by 
amendments making the interstate 
commerce law more effective. The re- 
port says that the commission a year 
ago called attention to the fact that in 
vital respects the present law has 
proved defective and inadequate, and 
that until further legislation is pro- 
vided the best efforts at regulation 
must be feeble and disappointing, yet 
not a line of the statutes has been 
changed and none of the conditions 
which called for relief has been re- 
moved or modified. 

The existing conditions and the de- 
velopments of the year, it is 
added, render more imperative than 
ever before the necessity for speedy 
and suitable legislation. Nine-tenths 
of the people know that any railroad 
company can charge for its service 
whatever it pleases without any power 
in this commission or any other tri- 
bunal or court to limit the amount of 
such charge, and they are substan- 
tially of one mind in desiring that this 
and other defects in the statute be 
promptly remedied. Sippers gener- 
ally also have been practically unan- 
imous in favor of a single classification 
of freights, uniform for all roads and 
all sections of the country, and reason- 
ably stable when established. 

This general public dissatisfaction 
has been frequently expressed in reso- 
lutions of various national organiza- 
tions and at a conference in Chicago 
last November, attended by represent- 
atives from a number of national asso- 
ciations of manufacturers, merchants 
and others, a bill embracing the more 
important amendments recommended 
by the commission, was approved as 
the meature which would best meet the 
requirements of business and commer- 
cial interests. This bill, Senator Cul- 
lom has introduced and the report sig- 
nificantly suggests that continued fail- 
ure to perfect the regulating statute on 
reasonable lines will soon result in a 
demand for the most drastic legisla - 
tion. 

Continuing, the report says: “If the 
plans already foreshadowed are 
brougt to effective results and others 
of similar scope are carried to execu- 
tion, there will be a vast centralization 
of railroad properties with all the 
power involved in such far-reaching 
combinations, yet uncontrolled by any 
public authority which can be effi- 
clently exerted. The restraints of 
competition upon excessive and unjust 
rates will in this way be avoided, and 
whatever evils may result will be rem- 
ediless under existing laws.” 

The increase in railroad business the 
past year has been 80 great, the report 
says, that many carriers found their 
equipment inadequate for the service 
required. Revenues increased greatly 
while railway failures fell off. The 
rush of business contributed to the im- 
proved observance of published rates 
and diminished the frequency of those 
practices which’ are made criminal 
misdemeanors by the statute. 


RAILROAD ACCIDENTS. 
[A. V. NIGHT REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—During the 
year 1899 there were 199 employés killed 
and 5339 injured upon eighty-nine 
roads, against 209 killed and 5404 in- 
jured in 1898, a result attributed to the 
more general equipment of the roads 
with safety appliances. In conclusion 
a review is made of judicial decisions 
on interstate commerce affairs during 
the year.

NEWFOUNDLAND’S SEIZURE. 


VESSEL RESTORED TO OWNERS. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—The United 
States Supreme Court today decided 
another naval prize-money case grow- 
ing out of the capture of vessels during 
the blockade of Havana in the war 
with Spain. The case was appealed 
from the decision of the Supreme Court 
of South Carolina, the vessel involved 
being the Newfoundland. 

The decision of the lower court was 
reversed, the Supreme Court holding 
that the action of the Newfoundland 
was suspicious enough to justify seiz- 
ure, but not to warrant forfeiture. The 
restoration of the vessel to its owner 
was therefore ordered, but without 
damages or costs. The Newfoundland 
is owned at Halifax.

which shall be grown by him or for 
him, etc., during the years 1900 and 1901 
in a specified county or on any other 
lands not described. ‘ 

In consideration of such sale the as- 
sociation agrees to undertake: the in- 
spection, packing and sale of the entire 
crop, to establish uniform grades of 
fruits and nuts, to make sales under 
its own trade-mark and guarantee of 
quality, as speedily as possible, and for 
the highest obtainable prices, and 
pending the sale to procure storage 
cause the crop to be insured, to estab- 
lish agencies, advance moneys, etc. The 
grower agrees to cultivate and gare for 
the crops at his own expense, and to 
cure and deliver the same safely. For 
all money advanced the association 
is to have a lien on the crops. — 

A failure to fulfill his part of the 
agreement entitles the association to 
assume control and bring suit for re- 
imbursement if necessary. It is pro- 
vided, however, that the grower may 
transfer any or all his interests to any 
member of the association, or to can- 
ners for canning only for consumption 
green, or for shipment green, yond 
the State, or to any packer who has 
signed a grower’s contract with me as- 
sociation, and covering tne fruit so 
transferred, all of such to be immedi- 
ately reported to the president of the 
association. 3 

The articles of incorporation and by- 
laws of the proposed California fruit-

EXPEDITION TO CAPE NOME.

TACOMA (Wash.,) Jan. 15.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} A winter expedition 
has been organized to reach Cape 
Nome by overland journey from Port- 
age Bay, Cook Inlet, across the. gnow- 
covered plains of the Alaska Peninsula 
and the lowlands beyond the Yukon. 
The journey includes 780 miles of 
“mushing.” The leader of the expedi- 
tion will be L. L. Bales, a pioneer pros- 
pector, just arrived from the Porctipine 
district.

MRS. RIECK SAVES THE LIFE OF 
A NEGRO.

CHICAGO, Jan. 15.—Mrs. Edward 
Rieck blocked the doorway of her hus- 
band’s restaurant at No. 582 West Lake 
street, Sunday, and by threateningly 
swinging a long bread knife kept at 
bay a crowd of angry men who wanted 
to lay violent hands on a negro who 
had taken refuge in the restaurant.

The leader 
wak already in the entrance, but she 
forced him back at the point of the long 
knife at his throat. Then standing in 
the doorway she dared the men to en- 
ter.

17, with headquarters but a few doors 
away, returned from a fire. Mrs. Rieck 
called the firemen for help, and in less 
than a minute several of the fire fight- 
ers were pursuing Moore's assailants in 
different directions.

Chinatown Burned Out at Honolulu. 
Entire Judicial District Placed Un- 
der Qu ties With Guns 
Keeping Vessels Away from the 
Island of Kauai.

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.) 
HONOLULU, Jan. ted 
Press Correspondence. Wired from San 
Francisco, Jan. 15.) Since the Ist inst., 
nine cases of plague have developed, 
making twenty-two cases to date. The 
Board of Health has adopted heroic 
measures, and it is believed that the 
work now in progress will stamp out 
the scourge in a short time. Thus far 
but one European has been attacked. 
This case was that of Ethel Johnson, a 
Norwegian girk aged 14 years. The 
other twenty-one cases are divided as 
follows: Chinese, 15; Japanese, 2; Ha- 
wallans, 3; South Sea Islander, 1. 

The following resolution was adopted 
by the Board of Health: 

“It is the sense of this meeting that 
it is a sound policy to remove to quar- 
antine as rapidly as practicable the 
residents of the Chinatown district, 
and to take any and every step with- 
out limit necessary to stamp out the 
plague, including the destruction of 
buildings and other property.” 

In accordance with the foregoing, 
Chinatown is being rapidly burned out. 
Within a week a majority of the resi- 
dents of the plague spot will be re- 
moved to new and cleaner quarters on 
the outskirts of the city. Thirty-one

On the 34 inst., the Board of Health 
declared the entire judicial district of 
Honolulu under quarantine. All per- 
sons are forbidden to leave the dis- 
trict Without permission of the Board 
of Health. All persons outside of the 
district are forbidden to harbor any 
person coming from the district with- 
out the permissoin of the Board of 
Health. The Counc! of State has ap- 
propriated $273,000 for which to fight 
the plague and place the city in a 
proper sanitary condition. 

Atty.-Gen. Cooper has resigned his 
position as president of the Board of 
Health. Prussure of business in his 
regular department is said to be the 
cause. He has been succeeded by Dr. 
C. B. Wood, a member of the board. 
Francis M. Hatch, formerly Hawaiian 
Minister at Washington, has been 
made a member of the Health Board. 

Some of the captains of the sailing 
vessel leaving here for the coast are 
relaxing from the strictness of the rule 
of taking no passengers from Honolulu, 
and there now some chance of peo- 
ple to go away, if they are willing to 
go on sailing vessels. The schooner 
Columbia, which leaves here next week, 
is taking passengers; She goes to 
Port Townsend. 

The bubonic plague appears to be 
spreading in Japan, as shown by ad- 
vices up to December 30. received this 
morning via steamship China. At Tal- 
hoku, four fresh cases and one death 
were reported on the 24th, and on the 
following day there were four deaths 
Up to the 26th 
there has been fifteen cases at Osaka 
and twenty-two in Kobe. 

Sixty immigrants to Hawali arrived 
at Tennoji Station, Osaka, on the 14th

inst., from Wakayama, en route to 
Yokohama. After sanitary inspection 
at the station, one of the laborers wae 
found to be suffering with a disease 
supposed to be the plague. The patient 
was conveyed to the hospital, and the 
other immigrants were taken there for 
disinfection. The Japanese papers do 
not say whether they were allowed to 
continue their journey to Honolulu, but 
it ie not stated that there were any 
detained, so they presumably on 
the China or some other vessel. 

The authorities on the island of 
Kauai have taken action that seems 
to completely cut the island off from 
communication with Honolulu, on ac- 
count of the plague. Even mail can- 
not come from there while the present 
rules are enforced, and the island 
steamship companies will suffer heav- 
ly in loss of business. The steamer 
Ke Au Hou arrived this morning from 
the island without having been able to 
approach any wharf. There were dep- 
uty sheriffs with shotguns at every 
landing place, and they shouted 
order to keep away. The result was 
that the steamer returned to Honolulu 
absolutely empty. 

Leung Chi Tso, the Chinese reformer, 
is now in Honolulu. The Chinese Con- 
sul has written to the government, 
protesting against Leung Chi Tso being 
allowed to remain. 


CHICAGO'S BIG CANAL. 


RIVER AND MAIN CHANNEL ARE 
NOW CONNECTED. | 
IA. F. DAY .REPORT.) 

CHICAGO (IIL,) Jan. 15.—Connection 
between the main channel of the big 
drainage canal and the Chicago River 
was completed today by the dredging 
out of the dam at Western avenue, and 
the water of the river was turned into 
the main canal for the first time. No 
formal ceremonies marked the comple- 
tion of the work. 

It is expected that the gates at Lock- 
port will be finally raised Saturday, as 
the work below that point and the for- 
mal inspection and approval will have 
been completed by that time, and the 
water of Lake Michigan will then flow 
unimpeded toward the Mississippi. It 
is probable that from now on until 
Sunday the current in the Chicago

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—There is no 
disposition on the part of the Navy De- 
partment to make any change in its 
programme for new naval construction 
on account of the introduction of the 
German bill looking to the addition of 
forty-eight armored ships to the Ger- 
man navy. Attention is called to the 
fact that there are now already au- 
thorized twenty-one ships for the navy 
in addition to the fleet afloat. 

This number is as large as it is be- 
lieved that Congress will authorize at 
this time. and as the German increase 
is to be divided among eighteen years, 
while ours is continuous in each Con- 
gress, it is felt that the United States 
navy is in no danger of losing the posi- 
tion it now commands.

believe that the several States in which 
the arid lands are situated are, or 
will be for years, in a position finan- 
cially to engage in the erection of ir- 
rigation Works upon a scale commensu - 
rate with the object. Therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the Lincoln County Cat- 
tle Growers’ Association and the Lincoin 


sociation assembled, that we do not 
favor the transfer of the public ‘ands 
of the United States to the States 
wherein they lie; and, resolved, that 
the several acts in reference to ‘the arid 
lands meet the necessities of the aua! 
settler more fully and justly than coule 
any acts of the different States in refer- 
ence thereto do.” 

During the past year or two The

subject of national irrigation of the arid 
lands. It is not mecessary to go over 
these arguments again at the present 
time. Suffice it to say that this is one 
of the most important questions be- 
fore the American people today. 4 
properly-conducted government enter- 
prise of this kind would result in fur- 
nishing productive homes to millions of 
land-hungry citizens of the United 
States; would do much toward reliev- 
ing the congestion in our large cities) 
and would add enormously to the wealth 
of the country. It is seldom that a na- 
tion has such an opportunity to under- 

ke a great enterprise in which prac- 
tieal benevolence and business are 80 
happily combined. The statesmen in 
Congress who will take up this ques- 
tion and make a specialty of, it will 
not only deserve well of their country, 
but will make a lasting reputation. 
Meantime, however, let us keep close 
watch on those schemers who would de- 
feat national irrigation by diverting 
all that remains of value in Uncle 
Sam’s public domains into the hands of 
syndicates and capitalists.

A proposition to purchase the water 
plant and supply the city with water 
for a term of years was submitted to 
the Council yesterday by Kessler & 
Co. The New York firm wishes_to se- 
cure a lease for a term of years in re- 
turn for which they will pay the city 
A percentage of the receipts.» At the 
' expiration of the contract the entire 
plant would revert to the city on the 
payment of certain specified sums. 

The annual statement of the Los An- 
geles City Water Company was filed 
with the City Clerk yesterday after- 
noon. The statement would seem to 
‘indicate that the expenses of the wa- 
ter company are in excess of the re- 
ceipts. Some peculiar methods of book- 
keeping are involved, which are not 
altogether plain to the city officials. 

The Mayor sent a message to the 
Council yesterday urging that the 
charges brought against Capt. W. C. 
Roberts be investigated. A committce 
consisting of Councilmen Toll, Baker 
and Pessell was appointed to investi- 
gate and discover whether it would be 
desirable to call the attention of the 
Police Commission to the matter with 
instructions to make a thorough m- 
vestigation. 

The saloon ordinance was reported 
by the Finance Committee and passed.

A Lease for Fifty Years Asked, at 
the End of Which Time the Prop- 
erty Would Revert to the City—City 
Water Company’s Statement—Rob- 
erts Case to Be Investigated. 


Another proposition looking to the 
ownership and control of the Los An- 
geles water system for a term of years 
was made to the Council yesterday by 
Kessler & Co., a firm of New York 
bankers. The bankers offer to pur- 
chase the plant of the Los Angeles City 
Water Company and of the Crystal 
Springs Land and Water Company, and 
to have a judgment entered whereby 
the title and ownership of the waters 
of the Crystal Springs will be settled 
in favor of the city, in consideraffon 
of being allowed to furnish the inhab- 
itants of the city with water for a term 
of fifty years; the property to revert 
to the city at the expiration of the 
term upon the payment of $250,000 for 
the present plant, 25 per cent. of the 
actual cost of the improvements made 
during the first five years of the con- 
tract, and a certain specified sum for 
all improvements made after the first 
five years.

ROBERTS'S CASE. 
MAYOR SENDS A MESSAGE. 

The peace that has marked affairs 
in the police department for the past 
few weeks seems about to be broken, 
and a thorough ventilation given to the 
serious charges that were preferred 
against Capt. Roberts before the old 
Police Commission. When the new com- 
missioners first entered upon their pub- 
lic duties, the matter of the charges 
against Capt. Roberts was brought be- 
tore them. At that time they were 
quickly hushed up, Commissioner Ling 
even objecung strenuously to having 
them read. They were read and the 
substance of them printed, but greatly 
to the Mayor's disgust the new commis- 
sion refused to take any action and 
cdisnussea the charges. 

When the first were pre- 
ferred by Mrs. Eva Ryan, some dis- 
credit was thrown on the complaint 
by various officials, as it was said that 
Mrs. Ryan was a very erratic woman 
and that her statements would bear 
very close inspection. Mayor Eaton 
determined to investigate further, and 
as a result six complaints were lodged 
against the officer. The gravest 
charges were made by Mrs. Ryan, who 
asserts that Roberts acted in a very 
immoral manner when she visited his 
office. Miss Lena Higham complained 
that Capt. Roberts had behaved in a 
very pecullar manner at one time 
when she took a young girl from the 
Salvation Army Rescue Home to the 
Central Station. Milton Combs, a col- 
ored preacher and corn doctor, asserts 
that Roberts gave some very peculiar 
advice to a wayward ri whom he 
was trying to reform. re. J. J. Clay- 
ton complained that Capt. Roberts had 
taken undue liberties with her person 
when she called at the station, taking 
her by the arm and telling her she had 
“nice fat arma ‘ 


—— 


Cap 
obey the rules of discipline especially 
in relation to abstinance from liquor 
and Mayor Eaton filed a charge against 
the cflicer for 1 per and insubordi- 
nate conduct at the time of the water 
bend election. 

The Mayor believes that there 
good reasons for the charges and pro- 
poses that they shall at least be inves- 
tigated and the truth or falsity of the 
assertions brought to light. He points 
to the fact that the charges are all 
eworn to and that if true they should 
incapacitate an officer for further serv- 


When the new commission voted to 
diamias the charges and restored Rob- 
erts, who had been reduced to a ser- 
geant, to the position of captain and 
placed him temporarily at the head of 
the department, there was a storm of 
criticiam, even for friends of the cap- 
tain. Yesterday the Mayor sent a 
inessage to the Council setting forth 
the facts. As soon as it was Coun- 
climan Toll was on his feet. 

“] move that the matter be referred 
to a committee of three,“ he said, not 
to investigate the, charges at all but 
merely to discover whether or not an 
investigation by the Police Commis- 
sion would be desirable.” 

Counciiman Todd moved as an 
amendment that the matter be referred 
to the Police Commission, as it was the 
body under the charter which had 
charge of affairs in the police depart- 
ment. Councilman Blanchard seconded 
the amendment, but after further dis- 
cussion it was withdrawn. 

In speaking to the motion, Mr. Toll 
said: “As this matter has already been 
before the Police Commission, and as 
that body has utterly disregarded the 
charges presented and sworn to, it has 
been transferred to the arena of the 
Council. At one time the commission 
was severely criticized, and the friends 
of the officer were far from satisfied, 
as the stigma of the charges still 
rested upon him. The matter has now 
been brought to our attention by the 
chief executive, and we should decide 
what is to be done. I do not favor re- 
ferring it back to the Police Commis- 
sion, as that would imply that they 
had not done their duty. I believe that 
a committee of the Council! should be 
appointed to investigate and determine 
whether the charges are crave enough 
to make it necessary for the Council to 
instruct the commission to make an in- 
vestigation in the interest of good pub- 
lic service. The Mayor has once brought 
the matter to the attention of the com- 
mission, and if there is anything in the 
charges we should decide on some posi- 
tive action, and not allow the question 
to slip by as water from a ducks back.” 

After some further speech making 
the motion was put and carried unani- 
mously. President Silver appointed 
Councilmen Toll, Pierce and Pessell on 
the committee. Mr. Pierce requested to 
be excused. The president appointed 
CounciiIman Baker. Mr. Baker also 
wished to be excused. Mr. Blanchard 
was appointed. He, too, was opposed 
to serving on the committee. Finally 
Mr. Baker changed his mind and de- 
cided to serve, and the final compost- 
tion of the committee was Messrs. 
Toll, Baker and Pessell. 

The Mayor’s message regarding the 
Roberts matter is as follows: 

„ro the Honorable City Council— 
Gentlemen: Section 41 of our city 
charter makes it the duty of the Mayor 
to exercise a constant supervision over 
the acts and conduct of all the officers. 
and employés of the city; to receive 
and examine into all complaints made 
against them for violation or neglect 
of duty, and to certify the same to the 
Counctl or other proper board. In ac- 
cordance with this provision I deem it 
my duty to report to your honorable 
body a recent neglect of duty by the 
Police Commission. 

“Several months ago complaints were 
made to me that Capt. W. C. Roberts 
had been guilty of gross misconduct, 
rendering him unfit to be a member of 
the police departmefit. After satisfying 
myself that the charges were made in 
good faith, and all of them being ver- 
fied by the oath of the complainants, I 
brought the matter before the Police 
Commission. A resolution was at once 
adopted directing Mr. Roberts to ap- 
pear before the board and show cause 
Why he should not be diemissed from 
the force, this action being in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the city 
ordinance relating to the removal of 
police officers. Mr. Roberts openly de- 
fied the authority of the Police Com- 
mission. refusing to receive the no- 
tices sent to him, and finally emp!oved 
an attorney to contest the matter in 
the courts.

ANNUAL STATEMENT. 
WATER COMPANY FINANCES. 


In accordance with the law that 


makes it obligatory upon municipal 
water companies to file a stat t of 
the business transacted during the 
year, the Los Angeles City Water Com- 
pany yesterday filed with the City 
Clerk a résumé of the business done 
by the corporation during the year. The 
report is contained in a large ledger, 
and 453 pages are devoted to a list of 
the consumers and the amounts they 
have paid during the twelve months 
covered by the statement. Aside from 
some oddities in book-keeping, the re- 
port seems to be comprehensive. The 
itemized statement is preceded by a 
preamble as dollows: 

“To the Honorable Council of the 
City of Los Angeles: The undersigned, 
the Los Angeles City Water Company, 
hereby submits to your honorable body 
a detailed statement showing the name 
of each water-rate payer, his or her 
place of residence, and the amount 
paid for water by each of said water- 
rate payers during the year preceding 
the date of this statement, and also 
showing all revenue derived from all 
sources and an itemized statement of 
expenditures made for supplying water 
during the term interven! since the 
last statement made by t under- 
signed to your body. 0 

In making this statement, the un- 
dersigned is. not to be held or deemed 
im any manner as waiving its rights 
under its contract or agreement with 
the city of Los Angeles in relation to 
furnishing the inhabitants of the city 
with water. And it does now, as it 
has ever heretofore, assert and claim 
that the water rates to be charged and 
collected for the supplying of water 
are fixed by said contract and are not 
subject to revision or change by your 
honorable body. But the undersigned 
is now, and ever has been, ready and 
willing at all ‘times to furnish your 
honorable body with any information 
that may be necessary or reasonable 
for a full understanding of the busi- 
ness of this company, and this state- 
ment is rendered for the pu of 
placing before your honorable y in- 
formation as to the facts of the busi- 
ness of this company that the under- 
signed deems reasonable that the city 
should know, in view of the right of 
the city under the contract. 

“And the undersigned protests 
against any use being made of this re- 
port as a Ss upon which to fix the 
water rates that shall be charged and 
collected for water furnished to the in- 
habitants of the city, of Los Angeles.

The statement was sworn to before 
J. E. Hannon on January 12. Appended 
is a recapitulation of the receipts and 
disbursements of the water company. 
This short summary is the only part 
of the statement that bears upon the 
financial side of the water company’s 
business. The pages of the book that 
bear the names of the water-rate pay- 
ers are not footed, although the words 
“amount forward” are in most places 
written on the bottom and the top 
line. Neither is the total amount of 
money paid in water rates given at the 
end of the 453 pages of names, but the 
work of addition is left to the city au- 
thorities. A line at. the top of the 
financial summary says that the state- 
ment covers the period between No- 
vember 1, 1898, and October 31, 1899. 

A somewhat new system of book- 
keeping has apparently been adopted 
by the water company, and it is prob- 
able that the city authorities will ex- 
perience some difficulty in arriving at 
any specific conclusions regarding the 
earnings of the company from the 
statement .submitted. The total re- 
ceipts and expenditures are not given, 
but a footing of the two columns shows 
that the water company received 6600. 
503.28 during the year and expended 
$671.118.47. Bills payable appear in the 
receipt column for $15,000, and both 
bills payable and bills receivable ap- 
pear among the disbursements. the 
former for $25,000 and the latter for 
$56.475.71. The items are as follows:

BETTER PROTECTION. 
WANTED FOR WORKINGMEN. 

A communication was received by 
the Council yesterday from the United 
Labor Council asking that the city take 
the necessary steps to properly protect 
the laborers employed on the Third- 
street tunnel. The matter was referred 
to the City Engineer, with instructions 
from President Silver to investigate at 
once the conditions that prevail. 

The City Engineer has already made 
an investigation of the matter, with 
the result that he finds the city has 
nothing to do with it. The question is 
one between the contractor and the 
men employed. Under the system first 
employed in the Third-street tunnel of 
running long drifts into the hill, there 
was great danger from caying, as the 
roof of the tunnel was not properly 
timbered. Since Swensen & Him have 
personally taken charge of the work 
and the system of running the drifts 
has been changed, the engineer does 
not believe that there is much danger 
to the men employed. The Labor 
Council, however, does not take this 
view, and the following resolution was 
sent to the Council yesterday: 

“Whereas, it is the opinion of this 
council that the methods of work con- 
ducted by the contractors of the Third. 
street tunnel are detrimental to all 
concerned, more especially to those at 
work on the job, two men having al- 
ready been killed, others disabled for 
life and numerous laborers being com- 
pelled to quit on account of lesser in- 
juries. We charge these deaths and 
injuries to the culpable neglect of the 
parties in charge of this work. 

“Owing to the competitive system 


under which contracts have hitherto 


been let the contractors have been 
forced to take work for such figures 
that they have entirely ignored the 
cost of human flesh and blood, work- 
ing their men with insufficient timber- 
ing and other safeguards which would 
conduee to the preservation of human 
life and limb. Therefore, be it 
“Resolved, by this United Labor 
Council, that we condemn the system 
which leads to these results, and we 
hereby ask that the City Council use 
all means in its power to have such 
work in the future done directly by

Lightfoot said he used to work for the 
Puente Oil Company, but has been out 
of employment for some time. The 
court reserved sentence while his case 
is being looked into.
